War-Time 


Economies Great Deal of Food, Will Be Saved 


For Our Future 2 Natioral and Indi- 
vidual Well-being 


Tho war is teaching us. many 
t 3, and amongst others it is 
teaching us the value of the ‘old- 


tlme but well-nigh obsolete virtue of 
thrift, that ‘unpopular but excecding- 
ly iiseful virtue which most men 
Practise only, when they have to, But 
unpopular as it has been, stern na- 
tional necessity is now helping to re- 
store it to its rightful place in na- 
tional life, and in the near future we 
shall undoubtedly sec its value laud- 
ed more and more highly as the na- 
tions face the tremendous — financia 
burdens which the war has piled up- 
on them. 

Upon this continent we have not 
ap yet gone far in this direction. 
Neither in Canada nor the. United 
States have we really begun to: ccon- 
omize in any real sense, and prob- 
ably we have not gone as far in this 
direction in Canada as have even our 
United States cousins. But in Eng- 
land there is another story. For.two 
years not a single new pleasure auto- 
mobile has been manufactured. Big 
social functions are not merely bad 
form—tNey have ceased altogether. 
The traffic in luxuries has been 
greatly curtailed, and in certain cases 
has been entirely wiped out. No one 
can put up a building costing $2,500 
or more without a- special permit. 
Everybody is wearing old clothes 
and saving the best wool for the 


~ boys in the trenches, and saving the 


food by the ration system in order 
that the army may be properly fed. 
England is practising economy such 
as she never practised before, and the 
strange thing is that apparently bus- 
iness is better than it was in the days 
of more luxurious living, 

London has been surprised at its 
own experience. It was naturally 
expected that the restrictions upon 
trade would depress it and probably 
ruin many tradesmen; but instead of 
that business has actually prospered, 
Mr, Selridge, Chicago merchant, who 
has been doing business in London, 
and who vouches for the above facts, 
says that his own business has ac- 
tually paid $500,000 in excess profits 
over the pre-war standard. 

One reason for this conditton is 
undoubtedly. the fact that everyhiedy 
° 
the ordinary worker haye been con- 
siderably increased. The scale of 
living for the rich has been lowered, 
but the scale of living for the poor 
has been raised. This is probably a 
help to both classes. The pinch real- 
ly comes, however, upon the middle 


classes, whose salaries have not in- 
creased but whose expenses have 
gone up by Icaps and bounds. And 


yet there is no grumbling. The men 
who grumbled at everything in pre- 
war times are now silent when they 
have really something to grumble 
about. 

The war has done much for us if it 
has done nothing more than to re- 
veal men to us. Before the war we 
judged them by their petty virtues or 
petty faults, and we thought we judg- 
ed correctly; but now we see that 
under it all lay a capacity and a wil- 
Hingnsss for self-denial and cheerful 
self-sacrifice that -we had never sus- 
pected. The real nature of men has 
come Me the surface and we stand 
amazed at the’ goodness and grand- 
cur/Of it. 

In Canada and the United States 
we have not yet seriously tackled the 
luxury question, but we shall have to 
deal with it, and that in radical fash- 
ion, before our war debts are paid, 
and the sooner we face the fact the 
better, Luxuries, whether they be 
costly automobiles, costly dress, ex- 
pensive mansions, or the smaller lux- 
uries in which poorer men indulge, 
are not a necessity to national de- 
velopment or to individual happiness, 
and their abolition does not cither 
ruin trade or make men discontented 
and unhappy.

Principles of 
Academic Freedom

Difficult to Draw the Line Between 
Liberty and License 


Academic freedom has two sides. 
On the one hand, the professor 
should be free, as long as he re- 
mains a professor, to teach what he 
believes to be the truth in his de- 
partment. But it is the duty of his 
superior authorities to determine 
whether they will give the financial 


‘and moral support of the university 


to his teaching, It is difficult to draw 
the line bet\veen liberty and license. 
It is difficult to guard against intel- 
lectual anarchy on the one side and]; 
intellectual despotism on the other. 
But it is at Icast safe to say that the 
men who are intrusted with the 
control of our educational institu- 
tions, whether they are the voters in 
the school district or the trustees in 
a University, are in duty bound to 
see to it that the education furnish- 
ed is fitting the pupils for life in a 
community which believes in four 
fundamental cthical principles—the 
rights of persons, of property, of 
reputation, and of the family; and 
in the one fundamental political 
principle—“Government of the pco- 
ple, by the pcople, and for the peo- 
ple’—Lyman Abbott in the New 
York Outlook.

New RestaurantRegulations 


—_—_— 


By Restrictions 


Reports reaching the Canada food 
board and comment in the public 
press go to show that the new res- 
taurant regulations ordered by . the 
board, will have warm, general pub- 
lic approval, 
a great deal of food w ill be saved by 
the strict enforcement of these -reg- 
ulations and there is no doubt that 
every ounce of food that can be sav- 
‘ed is needed in the countries bear- 
ing the brunt of the war. 

Human nattiré is such that when 
opportunity presents, every facility 
in public eating houses for maintain- 
ing the pre-war standard of cating 


maintained despite public knowledge 
of the necessity of changing that 
standard to a war basis. Iverybody 
will admit the need. Everybody will 
be apt to wait for other people to do 
the saving. The new regulations, 
while, still to a certain extent, rcly- 
ing upon voluntary co-operation, add 
a great deal more of the element of 
compulsion than was included in the 
first regulations passed for public 
eating houses. The fact that very 
strict fines are hanging over the 
heads of not only proprietars vf pub- 
lic eating places, but cmployees as 
well, will have a decided effect. Per- 
sons violating these new regulations 
or impeding their enforcement are 
liable on summary conviction before 
a police magistrate or two justices 
of the peace, to a penalty of not more 
than $1,000 and not less than $100, or 
imprisonment for terms not exceed- 
ing three months, or both fine and 
imprisonment. 

Under the new regulations- the 
word “pork” is substituted for the 
word “bacon,” it will be noticed. Ba- 
con, in the trade use of the term, |. 
means the whole hog, but as_ con- 
sumers are accustomed to use it, ba- 
con means “bacon,” that is, the side 
or back of the hog. Pork—cured, 
fresh or pickled—is now all included 
in the regulation, and the consump- 
tion __ restricted. Another — point 
brought out in connection with the 
new regulations, is that on and after 
the first day of June, 1918, public 
eating places will be subject to I- 
cense from the Canada food board. 


Values of Farm Lands 


Low Price of Land and Food Pro- 
duction 


The average value of 
for the whole of Canada, including 
land improved and unimproved, to- 
gether with dwelling houses, barns, 
stables and other farm buildings, is 
approximately $44 per acre as | com- 
pared with $41 in 1916, according to 
the latest report of the census and 
Statistics branch at Ottawa. The 
average value of land in the Prairie 
Provinces is as follows: 

Manitoba, $31.00; 
$26, 00; Alberta, $26,70. 

It is the low prices “at which land 
can_be Obtained in Western Canada 
which is rendering this country such 
an important factor in the produc- 
tion of foodstuffs at the present time. 
It is enabling men who have been 
farming small arcas in older districts 
to’ take-up and. farm with the same 
capital areas not only many. times as 
great, but which are also ‘capable of 
producing considerably. larger crops 
to the acre. Cases similar to the 
following, which was..réported  re- 
cently from Herbert, Saskatchewan, 
are by no means uncommon: 

“Peter A. Klassen, . who recently 
moved to Herbert, Sask., from Kan- 
sas, has purchased a section of prai- 
rie land in the Hillsboro district 
about 24 miles northwest of Herbert, 
for which he paid $12,000 cash. He 
is erecting temporary buildings to 
live in while putting the place in cul- 
tivation, and this summer plans to 
erect good buildings on the farm and 
equip it for a home, Mr. Klassen re- 
cently sold his 80-acre farm in Kan- 
sas for $15,000 and is investing the 
proceeds in Canada.” 

With the proceeds of the sale of 
his land in Kansas, this farmer pur- 
chased in Saskatchewan a picce eight 
times as large as he had previously 
been farming, and. had a_ balance 
with which to purchase equipment, 
stock, etc., of $3,000. Moreover, as 
land in Saskatchewan may be expect- 
ed to yield twice as much grain per 
acre, he will be able to produce six- 
teen times as much as formerly.

that of high school boys ‘hot com- 
monly drawn upon—is considerable 
and the preliminary steps cowards 
organizing it for this work has been 
going well. That organization should 
be completed promptly before the 
planting season opens, and nothing 
be allowed to interfere with putting 
upon the farms every boy who can 
be induced to work there, whether 
as a member of a farm camp or in 
private employment.:-— Brooklyn 
Eagle.

The Marvelous Progress of the 


Wool Industry 


Figures quoted by the provincial 
treasurer before the Alberta Icgisla- 
ture a few days ago show the mar- 
velous progress of the wool industry 
in Alberta during the past few years. 
The total value of wool produced in 
1914 was $236,321, while in 1917 the 

value of the clip had grown to $1,-

Armenia Is Trampled by the Hordes 
That Destroy But Cahnot

Eastern , Armenia, including the 
ceded provinces of Kars, Batum and 
Erivan, has been for thotisands of 
yéars the border line of civilization.

Hogs at $21 


Favorable Prices and Ideal Condi- 
tions for the Hog Raiser 


With live hops selling at $21, or 
thereabouts, hundréd-weight, no 
coment is needed: on the prosperity 
of the hog raiser in Western Cana- 
da, notwithstanding the higher cost 
of feed. Prices have been ranging 
around this figure at the three prin- 
ciple markets of Western Canada. At 
Winnipeg they reached $21 towards 
the end of March, The highest price 
yet attained at Calgary is $20.85. At 
Edmonton, too, the twenty dollar 
mark has been passed. 

Favorable markets are not, lhow- 
ever, the only advantage possasse 
by hog raisers in Western Canada. 
They have climatic conditions in 
which-hog diseases are practically 
unknown. They also have cheap lan 
for pasture and for growing grain, 
Besides, this land at a lower price 
produces. ‘larger crops of grain-.than 
land in older settled districts at much 
higher prices. 

Then there are the Alberta irrigat- 
ed ‘lands—with their immense fodder 
production, particularly alfalfa. 
These irrigated lands, with abund- 
ant water, v with alfalfa, root and 
grain crops, with a climate, free from 
disease, and conventiently located as 
to markets, are especially suited to

All the indications ‘are “that the 
main German offensive was lay, muched 
against that part of the: Bath line 


which was held by Gen. ‘Byng’s army. 
Nevertheless, von Below’s~ ‘liammer 
blows made practically no -impres- 
sion on this force. The third army 
did not give way for more than 100 
yards under the weight of greatly 
superior numbers, and only ‘retired 
in order to conform with the new 
dispositions . rendered ~ necessary by 
the great bend in the line on its - 
right. 

Every division in the third army 
fought gloriously against great odds. 
None fought better than ‘the fifty- 
first division, composed of Highland 
Territorials, whose valor was gratc- 
fully and admiringly. acknowledged 
by the king during his recent visit 
to the front. 


One of the most striking tributes 
to the bravery of the British was the 
compliments tendered by the enemy 
to the famous 51st division. The di- 
vision had been fighting for six 
days and was almost exhausted. It 
was ordered to fall back to the Beau- 
mont Hamel line, a little farther 
west, but many of the men could sot 
wall, they were so tired from lack 
of sleep. Then came over from the 
German side one of those little red 
balloons, which the enemy hag been 
using to carry out propaganda, The 
balloon was shot down and here is 
the message it contained: 

“Good old 51st division, sticking to 
it yet. Cheer up!” 

The division was holding a sec 
tion of the line in the vicinity. o 
Demicourt, acar the Bapaume-Cam- 
brai road, on the first day’of the 
battle; when the Germans surged 
forward, The enemy ‘attacked ~ in -a ~ 
southeasterly direction under» cover 
of the mists and outflanked the 5lst 
in its initial rush. 

The tremendous struggle co::-tinu- 
ed at Doignics, which the Germans 
finally succeeded in taking the first 
day. It was here that a British offi- 
cer fired a thousand rounds from a 


machine gun before his Ie were 
shot off by a big shell. Th ‘British 
immediately counter-attacke with 


infantry and tanks and stormed their ~ 
way through the shell- shattered ham- 
Ict, which they held mainly with ma- 
chine guns until night, when the en- 
emy again surged forward and re- 
captured Doignies. 

The 51st was forced to fall back 
because of the situation on its flanks, 
It retired slowly, fighting every inch 
of the way. The Germans now in- 
troduced a new scheme for. advanc- : 
ing their troops. They blasted shell- 
craters along the front of the - Sist, 
and into these -holes they dribbled 
their infantry, who found them good . 
protection, . 

The 5lst reached Hermite where 
a- bitter fight was waged. The encmy 
made a frontal attack in three waves 
on March 22, but the assault, broke 
against the stone wall of resistance.

Canada. Must: Be Ready to “Make 


Further Sacrifices” 


The limit-of-sacrifice ‘speech of 
Mr, Lloyd: George which has flared 
across the cables was echoed in the 
Canadian, commons.

The government. pretty. well as- 
sured the houses that so far as Can- 
ada was concerned, there should be 
no delay which could be avoided in 
adding men to those already- over- 
seas, so that the German. tide might 
be abated, and that the steadfast 
purpose of the British people*as ecx- 
pressed by the British prime minis- 
ter should be upheld. 

In view of the declarations: of Mr. 
Lloyd George, and cf .the grim 
necessitics of the situation. as ‘out- 
lined by him, nobody in Canada need 
be very much surprised if the amend- 
ments which the government. pro- 
poses to bring down in connection 
with the military service act appear, 
at first sight to be very drastic. In 
this connection the one. important 
announcement made by the minister 
of militia was that the work of the 
tribunals should be speeded up and 
that men gathered under the. draft 
would be forthwith shipped ‘to Eng- 
land, there to undergo an intensive 
period of training which would fit 
them for almost immediate -service 
in the fighting lines, But there are 
reasons to believe that the new 
amendments will include-some radi- 
cal changes in the act, that reasons 
for exemption will be standardized, 
that there will be some sort of read- 
justment of classes so that the great- 
est number possible of physically fit 
men shall be made available for the 
struggle which if now in progress, 
and which the British premier be- 
lieves will reach a decision before 
the year ‘s over. 

The prime minister delivered his 
statement, which was mostly figures. 
There were few thrills in it for the 
listener, but an examination of the 
statistics cannot but be highly inter- 
esting. The expenditures for which 
the premicr desires the sanction of 
the house, which sanction he will re- 
ceive, is to cover the cost of raising 
and equipping a hundred © thousand 
men under the military service’ act 
(which are to be secured under the 
“frst draft”) for the upkeep of 160,- 
000’ men now in England, and of 140,- 
000 in France, together: with the ex- 
pense of maintaining ten thousand 
men for home defence. The. total 
wastage in the Canadian -forces is 
estimated at a hundred: thousand 
men, ;

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Prevent Persons: Remaining in Idle- 
ness at a Time When the Coun- 
‘try Requires Their Services. , 


Idlentéss in Canada is now punish- 
able by penalty. An order in council, 
read in the house of commons-by the 
prime minister enacts that “all per- 
sons domiciled in Canada shall, © in 
the absence of reasonable causcs to 
the contrary, engage in useful occu- 
pations.” 

It declares that the “regulations 
are not intended to affect any right 
of members of organized labor as- 
sociations to discontinue their work 
in the employment in which they 
have been engaged when such dis- 
continuance is occasioned by differ- 
ences actually arising between .the 
employer and the employed. The 
purpose is to prevent persons cap- 
able of useful work from remaining 
in idleness at a time when the coun- 
try most urgently requires the scr- 
vices of all human energy possible. 
The regulation provides that: ae 

(1) Every male person residing in 
the Dominion shall be regularly. en- 
gaged in some uscful occupation. 

(2) In any proceeding hereunder, 
it shall be a defence that the person 
is 

(a) Under sixteen 
sixty years of age. 

(b) A bona fide student proceed- 
ing with his training for some useful 
occupation. ; rt 

(c) A-bona fide student in actual 
attendance at*some recognized edu- 
cational institution. 

(d) Usually employed in some 
useful occupation and _ temporarily 
unemployed owing to differences 
with his employers common to simi- 
lar employes with the same employ-

(c) Physically unable to comply 
with the provisions of the law, as 
herein enacted. ‘ 

(f) Unable to obtain, within rea- 
sonable distance, any kind of em- 
ployment which he is physically able 
to perform at current wages for 
similar employment. 

Violations of the regulations im-~ 
poses liability to a penalty not cx- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or, in 
default, to imprisonment not exceed- 
ing six months “in any common 
jail, or in any institution or any 
farm owned by a municipality or pro- 
vince and declared by by-law or ord- 
er in council respectively to be a 
public institution or farm for the 
purposes of this law, which said in- 
stitution or farm for the purposes 
of this law shall be a common. jail.” 

Where procecdings are instituted 
at_the instance of a municipality, 
the fine goes to the municipality; 
where instituted by a provincial of- 
ficer,-to the provincial treasurer,

Upon War-time Economy 
Sufficient food for'one person for a 
day can be bought for a:shilling, ev- 
en at present prices, A. shilling a 
day, once or twice a week, need not 
involve a Spartan self-denial’ if. --the 
money is spent. judiciously, . The 
breakfast menu may-be a large soup- 
plate of oatmeal porridge, two slices 
of toast with a little margarine, and 
a cup of cocoa,.half milk and -half 
water, For. luncheon a pint of pack- 
et soup,, costing twopence,.a pound 
of potatoes, and an apple or orange. 
The last meal may include’-a pease- 
pudding, boiled in a cloth, with «a 
lump of margarine added, bread and 
syrup, and .a..pint. of cocoa -with a 
dash of’ milk, Such a dictary, on oc- 
casional days, costs no more than. a 
shilling, and is sufficient nourishment 
for all persons engaged in light man- 
ual work or sedentary occupation. 


A shilling spent on dried — peas, 
beans, rice, or maize provides mater- 
ial for several dishes. If any ‘fatty 
food can be. obtained, such as drip- 
ping, oil or suet, a perfectly nourish- 
ing meal can be made with one of 
the pulses as the chief part. It is 
possible to live healthily for’a_con- 
siderable time upon beans and fat. 
But a full dict of beans and peas 
cannot be recommended to persons 
of weal digestion. 

Maize is quite as nourishing as 
wheat and we are beginning to rec- 
ognize its high food value.’ The. be- 
lief that maize is indigestible is quite 
erroneous. It is- more digestible 
than white wheat flour. © Cornflour, 
often given invalids, is simply a pre- 
paration of maize.. All kinds — of 
dishes, from porridge to rissoles and 
fritters, can be prepared from maize- 
meal or flaked maize. This is prob- 
ably the most cconomical food that 
can be obtained at present. Maize is 
cheap, extremely nourishing, and eas- 
ily absorbed by the body. : It is a far 
more valuable food than rice. Maize 
builds up body tissue and provides 
warmth, Its excellence as a foo 
should be known to every housewife 
who has to study rigid economy and 
wishes to obtain the best value in 
food for the cost of a shilling.
